fi Excerpt _/ Never before in our history have the artillery troops grown 

as rapidly as they have over the past year. The entire branch quickly 

put itself into a high state of combat readiness. The artillery troops, 
together with the other armed forces, have established a new and increasingly 
strong battle position of the people's war throughout the country. 


By taking many positive measures, the entire branch has held many military 
training classes and many phases of military training based on combat 
requirements to insure that artillery troops can fight in every terrain, 
fight in all kinds of weather, coordinate in large-scale combat operations 
with the various services and branches, employ many different types of 
tactics and fight in different situations. The more than 500 classes held 
in 1979 throughout the branch improved the technical and tactical skills 
of the artillery cadres on the various levels and improved their ability 
to command and manage troops. 


Attention has been given to strengthening the material-technical bases and 
improving the mobility of the artillery units on the various lines in 
order to increase the fighting strength of the branch. 


Together with building their units and increasing their fighting strength, 
all levels have concerned themselves with building party organizations that 
are strong in every respect and have taken positive steps to develop the 
party. The number of new party members has increased significantly; all 
new members were accepted into the party in exact accordance with procedures 
and all new members meet qualitative standards, 


As regards work:ng, producing and practicing economy, the artillery cadres 
and soldiers of the three military elements have displayed a high spirit 




















of initiative in overcoming their difficulties; many units have met and 
exceeded their norms on labor, on the production of grain and food 
products, on the construction of projects and on supporting the spiritual 
and material lives of troops. The model unit, the Tat Thang Artillery 
Group, although its task of maintaining combat readiness involved urgent 
work, still managed to excellently complete its military training program 
and produce many times more grain and food products than reouired under 
the norm assigned by the upper level. 


Constantly concerned with building internal unity, building unity between 
the army and the people, many units have met the requirement of “the 
cadres and soldiers of the entire unit uniting with one will, the arny 
uniting with the people in one will, determined to fight and win victory 
over the aggressor army.” As a result of knowing how to uphold the spirit 
of collective ownership of troops together with closely leading ani 
commanding troops, outstanding examples of brave sacrifices in combat, 
high productivity and efficiency in work and productive labor, of molding 
outstanding artillery cadres and soldiers, of comradesi\ip and closeness to 
the members of one’s unit, of the image of “Uncle Ho's troops” in relations 
between the army and the people and so forth have emeyged in numerous 
units. 


Over the past year, tne artillery branch reached a new level of development, 
recorded many achievements ard developed a strong momentum; in addition, 
each unit, each level and each person matured. At the same time, «veryone 
clearly saw the shortcomings and weaknesses that exist, namely, that the 
tasks involving the quality of co.woat operations and the rate of buildup of 
units have not been carried out uniformly and, at some places and on some 
jobs, these tasks have not been performed very thoroughly, especially the 
establishment of regular-force procedures.

ARTICLE STRESSES IMPORTANCE OF SAPPER TROOPS

[' Text_/ The sapper troops, which occupy a worthy position within our 
people‘’s armed forces, have been recognized by the party as an important 
branch of the army besides the ‘..fantry, artillery and other branches. 


At the conclusion of our nation's great war of resistance against the 
United States for national salvation, the sapper troops were awarded the 
title Hero of the People’s Armed Forces by the National Assembly. 


From the time it first emerged, the sapper method of fighting has stood 
out as a living symbol of the national character and soul, the indomitable 
fighting will, the creative energies and the essence of Vietnam. Our 
nation has continuously won victory over large feudal and imperialist 
powers, firmly protected its independence and territorial integrity and 
created a unique military art, the "offensive art of using few forces to 
fight many, using small scale to win victory over large scale.” 


Today, in the people's war to protect the socialist fatherland in accordance 
with the military line and strategic guideline of the party of "being the 
masters and taking the offensive, taking the offensive and being the 
masters,” even better conditions exist for bringing the sappers to a high 
level of development. As Le Duan, general secretary of the Party Central 
Committee, pointed out during a visit following the conference to summarize 
the work of the branch in 1968: "Sapper activities are not only related to 
tactics, but are also related to strategy, to the offensive position of 

and the mastery by all the people.” 


In the face of the new requirements, improving the quality of the sapper 
troops has become the pressing political task of the branch, especially 























since the Party Secretariat and the Central Military Party Committee 
launched the campaign to “display the fine nature and increase the fighting 
strength of the people's armed forces." The effort to improve the quality 
of the branch is focused on the following primary objectives: 


First, giving cadres and soldiers a full understanding of the combat role 
and task of the branch in the war to protect the socialist fatherland. 


The sapper troops are an integral part of our people's armed forces, a 
part organized, educated and led by our party and President Ho Chi Minh. 


The combat art of the sappers is the art of the offensive, of using few 
forces to fight many, using small forces to win victory over large forces. 
The mode of operation of the sappers is secrecy and suprise: “Conducting 
raids,” “demolition raids" and killing high ranking personnel as well as 
destroying means of war and the rear service, communications and resupply 
facilities of the enemy. 


The sapper troops have the mission of fighting independently and the mission 
of coordinating in combat within the formation of the main force corps in 
order tc create the position or help to create the conditions for friendly 
units 40 conduct defensive, counter-offensive or offensive campaigns. 


In the past, in the war of liberation, the sapper troops conduct their 
operations under the conditions of being prepared. Today, in the war to 
protect the fatherland, when the enemy insanely attacks our fatherland, 
the sapper troops, who have very little time to prepare for combat, have 
the task of rapidly joining the other branches in dealing appropriate 
punishing blows to the eneny. 


Secondly, emphasis must be placed on building the branch qualitatively. 


Possessing the “essence” of quality or “especially” high quality is part 
of the nature of the strength of the sapper troops. This “essence” of 
quality and this “especially” high quality are also important objective 
requirements in the “art of the offensive, of using few forces to fight 
many, using small forces to defeat large forces” of the sapper troops. 

It would be inconsistent with reality to build the sapper troops by only 
placing emphasis upon numbers. However, in one respect, the question of 
size is also very important because, if the size of our forces is not large 
enough, it will be difficult for them to annihilate an enemy who has a 
large army. Researching the form of organization and the structure of forces 
of the sappers is also an objective requirement that cannot be given 

light attention. The requirements of the new task of the sapper troops of 
the three military elements in a people's war to protect the fatherland 
demand that the selection, management, education and training of new 
soldiers be even more thorough and uniform from the very outset. It is 

















necessary to guard against and overcome simplistic attitudes, impetuous 
actions or the practice of placing sole emphasis upon quantity. It 

is necessary to closely guide the division of labor among the training of 
troops, the building of sources of party members and cadres, the training 
of non-commissioned officers and the training and remedial training of 
elementary and middle level cadres at the various schools of the branch. 
The training and building of the corps of cadres to commmand small units 

is considered the most important work in the training of cadres in order 

to insure the maintenance of combat readiness and the ability to meet every 
task involved in building up the forces of all three military elements in 
any situation. On the other hand, appropriate attention must be given to 
building and developing the role played by the various staff ( headquarters 
staff, political staff, rear service staff, research staff and so forth)and 
the various schools of the branch; at the same time, it is necessary to 
insure that these st-ffs have the ability to fulfill their function of 
guiding the sapper units of all three military elements in order to build 
up sapper units and insure victory in combat. The various schools of the 
branch play the role of centers that teach, train and provide remedial 
training to cadres, play the role of places that “test” the results of 
research and summaries. We must make an effort to constantly maintain 
unanimity, coordination and a high level of quality in guiding the effort 
to build up the sapper troops and in their combat operations. 


In the war to protect the fatherland, the matter of building the battle 
position of the sappers, which is consistent with the overall defensive 
position of the local people's war and is directly related to the quality 
of the combat operations of the branch, must be raised in an urgent manner 
when researching, building and improving the forces of the branch and 

even raised when discussing matters related to theory, to the art of warfare 
and to applying the achievements of modern military science and technology 
in the effort to improve the combat efficiency and quality of the sapper 
troops and the effort to develop the branch into a regular force, modern, 
well trained and highly experienced branch. 


Thirdly, every effort must be made to educate Youth Union members about 

the party and develop the party among Youth Union members, considering 

this to be both a pressing task and a task of basic, long-range significance 
in improving the quality of the branch's combat operation. 


At present, youths constitute more than 90 percent of the members of the 
basic units of the branch. As a result, the education and mobilization of 
youths have become the principal elements of party work and political work 
at basic units. When "the entire Youth Union participates in party building” 
campaign was launched, the party committee of the branch established for 
youths and Youth Union members the three goals of endeavoring to become 
“exemplary military personnel, outstanding Youth Union members and members 
of the party." These goals have had the effect of teaching, mobilizing 
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and organizing youths while providing to each Youth Union member and youth 
a practical guideline of action, one consistent with the qualifications, 
ability and ambition of each person. At the same time, when they began 
the campaign, all organizations, from the basic organizations of the party 
to the executive committees of the Youth Union, classified Youth Union 
members and youths in order to teach and manage the troop strength of each 
unit and take appropriate measures to help and guide each person in 
achieving the norms of their self-improvenent plans, etc. To date, nearly 
1 year after the campaign started, the Youth Union has introduced to the 
party nearly 3,000 outstanding Youth Union members and youths. The 
acceptance of new members into the party has been carried out on a tightly 
managed basis. Nearly 600 outstanding Youth Union members have become 
party members, an increase of nearly 300 percent compared to 1976. 


Fourthly, full concern must be shown for the spiritual and material lives 

of troops. The activities of the sappers are usually very urgent, difficult, 
decisive and complex. They require that each cadre and soldier possess 

high political awareness, a proper motive and comprehensive qualifications 
and abilities, even with regard to his will to fight; possess a strict, 
self-imposed sense of organization and discipline; possess the knowledge 

and ability to use technical weapons proficieatly and constantly improve 

this ability; possess stamina, endurance and mobility and possess initiative 
and decisiveness in the performance of his mission. On the other hand, 

in view of the fact that the country is still encountering many difficulties 
with regard to material conditions, voluntarily performing the two tasks of 
fighting and maintaining combat readiness while increasing production and 
building the economy very well also manifests the high level of awareness 
that is part of the nature of the revolutionary army. In recent years, 

on the basis of cadres and soldiers gaining a deep understanding through 
education of the combat objectives, the nature and the schemes of the enemy 
and the complexity and decisiveness of the struggle between ourselves and 

the enemy, troops have become clearly aware of their honor and responsibility 
to fight and maintain a high level of combat readiness, as seen in their 
thinking and organization, in their fulfillment of duties, in their compliance 
with command regulations, combat alert regulations and so forth, in order 

to deal appropriate punishing blows to the enemy in every situation. 

On the other hand, troops have been imbued with the habit of making full 

use of time and circumstances to train, improve the quality of their combat 
operations, achieve self-sufficiency in grain and food products and stabilize 
and improve their own lives. As a result, in the recent past, in con- 
junction with making preparations for combat, units have done a good job 

of building and stabilizing their area of operation and have provided good 
eating and housing facilities for troops. liany units consider increasing 
production and practicing economy to be requirements as urgent as main- 
taining combat readiness; they have launched a movement to maintain and 

use every weapon, piece of equipment and round of ammunition well and 

achieve partial self-sufficiency in grain and food products while mobilizing 
the people to accelerate production and practice economy in keeping with the 
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spirit of the resolution of the 6th Party Plenum and mobilizing the people 
to be ready to support combat when necessary. 


The year 1980 is the second and the concluding year of the campaign to 
“display the fine nature and increase the fighting strength” of the 
people's armed forces. Determined to build a strong branch and record 
an achievement in commemoration of the 50th anniversary of the founding 
of the party, the 35th anniversary of the founding of the stateand the

DISTRICT BUILDS BORDER DEFENSES

Lf Text_/ Giang District, which lies in western Quang Nam-Da Nang Province, 
has treacherous terrain and row after row of forested mountains that 
create a border defense line. 


After the South was totally liberated, the various agencies that were in 
the district went back to the lowlands to begin the work of transforming 
and building their homeland. Once a densely populated place with many 
forces, Giang District became an empty, sparsely populated district. 
Remnants of the enemy's army in Tay Ninh and reactionaries have use* the 
forest wilderness as a hiding place, waiting for the opportunity tk -ake 
action against the revolution. 


Having established the district's responsibility as a fortress protecting 
the western gateway to the province, the Giang District Party Committee 
mobilized all the people of the district to build a defense line to 
maintain political security and social order. 





The committee adopted a special resolution on building militia and public 
security forces throughout the district. 


During the days that the district. was beginning the implementation of its 
plan to strengthen the militia forces of the villages and mass organizations 
in order to maintain security, a number of strangers appeared in the forest, 
who, using caves as hiding places, sneaked into the villages at night to 
steal hogs and chickens and kidnap persons, whom they took back into the 
forests with them. Border defense post 607 and the militia of Lai E 

Village pursued and captured 6 of them. They stated that they were remnants 
of the enemy's army who came down from the Central Highlands because they 
were being pursued by Central Highland troops. They also stated that many 
other groups were doing the same thing in the hope of using the area as a 
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base for rebuilding their forces. The commander of post 607 and village 
unit commander Phong Ghe had the militia conduct many sweeps, which 
msulted in the capture of numerous other groups. On one very windy and 
rainy night, two remnant troops sneaked into the house of Hrs. Phong Vi 
to ask for something to eat and have her guide them to the other side of 
the border; “irs. Phong Vi cleverly detained them and sent her daughter to 
report the incident to the public security forces, who came and arrested 
the pair. In the operation to mop up remnant troops in the Lai E area, 
an operation which lasted for 3 months, the border defense troops and 
village militiamen captured three groups of armed enemy troops. 


The mop up operation in the Lai E area taught the district a number of 
lessons in how to accelerate its plan to build a local ‘people’ s war battle 
position throughout the district. 


Giang District has nine villages; in addition to the district's local army 
forces, each village has a well equipped and well trained militia unit. 
The villages have streamlined their organization: the public security 
committee consists of 5 persons, 2 or 3 of whom are public security personnel. 
One characteristic of the mountain villages is that upland fields lie 

5 to 7 kilometers from the village. Each day, the production force goes 
to work, leaving only elderly persons and children at home. To protect 
the villages well and be prepared to perform their task, the district has 
stipulated that the villages organize combat alert militia with signals 
and alerts to be used when necessary. Each village has established a 
communications-liaison station that dispatches someone to rapidly transmit 
umd order should one be received. 


Ke visited Dac Krin Village, a highland village populated mostly by 
persons of the Ktu, Ve and Ktang Tribes. The village has six hamlets 
scattered over 7 kilometers. As soon as we entered the village, we met 
@ young woman who was carrying a bag filled with white corn over one 
shoulder and an AK rifle over the other. She welcomed us and asked: 


--"\o you soldiers have papers from the district?” 


We were surprised by this question, but a district soldier who was serving as 
our guide immediately replied: 


--"These are genuine soldiers, A iian. I am carrying their papers." The 
two conversed for a moment, after which the girl quickly took us to the 
committee office. 

After he had met us, the commander of the village unit, Bha Nan, explained: 


-~-"Please unders ind, the district regulation is that only the guide need 
carry the papers.” 
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We learned that Dac Krin Village had recently captured fwur decadent youths 
from Da Nang pretending to be an afforestation team who were trying to 
make their way to the border in order to flee overseas. Several days ago, 
they discovered that strangers were coming and going from the home of the 
elder Plen He,a former Taoist priest, who spread rumors distorting the 
policy of the party. Sixty year old Mrs. An Lia, noticing the constant 
hiss of opium being smoked at nights in the house of the Taoist priest 
Plen Me, observed what was happening and reported it to the border defense 
troops. The stranger, a puppet officer in the "Gray Panther” commando 
unit of the enemy, made his way through the forest and, knowing that Plen 
Me was opposing local cadres, tried to gain his support. 


Cha Van Village, a heroic unit in the resistance against the United States 
for national salvation, today has a strong militia movement and the spirit 
of the masses with regard to building combat ready battle positions is gcod. 
Looking down on Cha Van Village from a high vantage point, we could clearly 
see the combat trenches surrounding each small hamlet. The road taking 

us into the village followed the edge of the forest and crossed upland 
fields fragrant with the smell of rice. We crossed an irrigation canal 

in which the water is more than 1 meter deep; along the canal, combat 
positions had been established. Our guide informed us that the canal 
embankment was also a comtat trench. The western defense line of the 
village is designed to guard against commandoes dropped into the area by the 
enemy. Far away from the village is an empty field used as 9 military 
training grounds. For a highland area, such a training grounds is ideal. 
Our guide talked at some length about the defense plan, the characteristics 
of this area of operation and even about the heroic deeds of the army and 
people of the village. We asked: 


--"How do you know all these things?” 
The soldier smiled and replied: 


--"This is my birthplace. I used to be a militia platoon leader before 

the district military unit transferred me to the local army and then I was 
assigned to help the village organize a militia force." He also told us that 
Cha Van Village has held the “determined to win" banner for several 
consecutive years. In military maneuvers that were held, the village had 
many expert marksmen and many units that were rated “outstanding”; and, the 
village received many letters of commendation from the upper echelon. 


The things told us by the soldier, a member of the Ktu minority, gave us 
a new understanding of the battle position of Giang District. fHaintaining 
the same level of combat readiness as when the enemy is present, the army 
and people of Giang District have maintained security well and are ready 
to retaliate against the enemy at any time.

PaIR CAUGHT SELLING ARMY AMMUNITION

{Text Nguyen Van S., a platoon leader, and Le Van Q., a soldier, are 
members of the same platoon. Their unit is stationed in the area of 

N. Village near the border. While travelling through the ujland fields 
of his compatriots on an assignment, S. Learned that the people of the 
area needed to buy ammunition and explosives. 


One day, while his unit was taking marksmanship training, S. sent Q. back 
to the barracks and reported to the company that Q. was tired. During 

the rest hour S. went back to the barracks on the pretext of conducting 

an inspection. S. took a number of K56 rounds, a small amount of explosives 
and a uniform of Q.‘s and gave them to Q., telling him to take them to the 
village and sell them for spending money. S. then returned to the training 
grounds. As Q. was carrying out S.'s scheme in the village, the 
reconnaissance team of the unit caught him along with all the evidence 
mentioned above. 


Although the actions of S. and Q. only involved stealing a small amount 
of ammunition and although the consequences of their actions were prevented, 
S. and Q. did commit a major infraction of the traditional nature and the 
code of discipline of the army. Their actions also could have led to the 
disruption of order and security in the border area. Arms and ammunition 
are special property that are supplied by the party and state only to the 
armed forces for training and combat; they are not goods to be traded nor 
are they private property that can be bought or sold whenever one sees 
fit. These actions violated point B, article 7 of Decree 163/SL of 23 
August 1946 on the crime of "selling uniforms, arms and ammunition,” which 
states: “Causing the loss of arms and ammunition for which one is 
responsible or selling uniforms, arms and ammunition are punishable by 

1 month to 3 years in prison.” 


Nguyen Van S. and Le Van Q. were harshly punished in accordance with the 
law. Tran Van T., the person who bought the ammunition, was criticized 
and appropriately punished.

TRIAL OF ILLEGAL DEPARTEES

Boat in an Attempt to Flee Abroad by Sea"] 


[Text] (VNA) On 17 and 18 December, the Ho Chi Minh City Covct of First 
and Highest Instance held a session to try Tran Thuy Giang and accomplices 
for the crime of “insurrectional seizure of a boat in an attewapt to flee 
abroad." 


In early July 79, capitalizing on the fact that a fishing boat of the 
Haiphong Marine Products Combined Enterprise in operation on the southern 
seas was admitted to the Ba Son shipyard for repairs, Tran Thuy Giang and 
Pham Minh Tan colluded with Nguyen Minh Riu, a mechanic working on the 
ship, to organize a plot to seize the boat by force and flee abroad 
illegally. 


On 3 September, as the boat was getting read; to leave for the high seas 
for fishing on its way back to Hai Phong, the Riu band smuggled accomplices 
one by one on board and hid them on the lower deck. These accomplices were 
Tran Thuy Giang, Pham Minh Tan, Pham Cong Thanh, Pham Thi In Thu (Tan's 
daughter), Pham Minh The (Tan's nephew), Phan Dang Quoc and Phan Dang Dung 
(Xuyen's younger brothers); Pham Van Chau, Dinh Ngoc My, Tran Van Tuong and 
Nguyen Van Khoan. When the ship reached the coast of Thuan Hai province a 
secondary engine was broken, forcing the captain to drop anchor for repairs. 
That night, the crew were put to sleep by Riu with beer and alcohol laced 
with barbiturates. 


On 4 September, around 0130 hours in the morning Riu led Giang, Tan, Thanh, 
The, Quoc, Dung, Chau and My into the sleeping quarters, assaulting and 
tying up the captain, the first deputy captain and the crew chief, seizing 
arms, cutting off telephone lines, and corridor lights and assaulting crew 
members sleeping on the third deck. 


But the plot had been discovered. The crew members opened fire and 
scunded the combat alarm. Giang, Tan, along with Dung, Thanh and The shot 
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and killed 1 engineer and 2 sailors, destroyed the door to the radio room 
with rifle butts and sacked the engine roor with gunfire. Riu cut off all 
telephone lines, preventing the crew from communicating with the outside, 
and used loudspeakers to induce the seamen to cease fire. The band also 
brought the captain by force into the pilot cabin, using him to extract a 
surrender from the crew. But the captain refused to cave in; they took the 
loudspeaker away from him and threatened the crew. 


In the face of the crew's resolute fighting spirit, Chau and My plunged into 
the sea to escape. Giang, Tan, Riu and accomplices used weapons to seize 

a fisherman's boat in an attempt to flee. However, the band of criminals 
was nabbed by the security force with complete evidence. 


Before the court, Tran Thuy Giang and accomplices confessed to their crime. 
The Ho Chi Minh City Court of First and Highest Instance handed down the 
following sentences: death for Tran Thuy Giang, Pham Minh Tan and Nguyen 
Minh Riu; life imprisonment for Pham Minh The, Phan Dang Dung, and Pham 
Cong Thanh; 20 years in prison for Phan Thi Xuyen; 15 years in prison for 
Phan Dang Quoc; 10 years in prison for Pham Van Chau; 8 years in prison for 
Dinh Ngoc My, Tran Van Tuong and Nguyen Van Khoan; acquittal for Pham Thi 
In Thu.

The great contributions of the logistics sector to 
these two wars of resistance also prominently portrayed the strategic 
importance of the local rear service task to the development of the material 
and technical factors in the people's warfare in localities as well as in 
the whole country. 


Faced with the current situation and the new tasks dictated by the cause of 
national defense, the question of intensifying the local rear service task 
/is a question of practical and great significance to the maintenance of 
material and technical support for localities as well as for the whole 
country to strengthen national defense and to remain combat ready to defeat 
a large-scale war of aggression. This task has undergone new developments 
in the present people's war for national defense, which differs from the 
recent national liberation war. This task is now inseparable from socialist 
construction and national construction in each locality and on a national 
scale. It is also inseparable from the position, role and potentials of

It is necessary to combine economic development with national defense and 
production with the effort to fight and maintain combat readiness so as to 
thoroughly carry out the party's line on building socialism and defending 
the socialist fatherland during wartime. It is also necessary to combine 
the people's warfare movement in certain localities with cocrdinated combat 
activities conducted by various military branches and armed services of 

the regular army in other battlefields and localities as well as to combine 
efforts in terms of spirit and ideology with material and human ability 
with technical equipment in order to create strong positions and forces 

in all battlefields and in each locality and unit and the country as a 
whole.

need to carry out their combat duties.

[Text] If these objectives and tasks of the local rear service are fully 
achieved, they will help create considerable material and technical 
potential, make important contributions to the victory of the people's 
war in each locality and throughout the country, and satisfactorily 

meet immediate requirements while laying the groundwork for the long-term 
building of both local and national defense forces. The satisfactory 
fulfillment of the requirements and tasks of the local rear service in 
the new stage will in no way hinder other tasks, especially economic 
building; on the contrary, it can help promote economic building and an 
energetic mass movement for revolutionary action that would put into effect 
the slogan “Everything for the building of socialism and the defense of 
the socialist homeland," to correctly achieve the objectives and tasks of 
the local rear service in the new stage also means to actively bring into 
play the role of masses as socialist collective masters and their spirit 
of revolutionary offensive by fully grasping and seriously carrying out 
the party's revolutionary and military lines and tasks in the new stage 
in localities. 


lo tulltill these tasks, we must satisfactorily risolve the following problems: 

















/1. We must establish supply sources and mat2rial and technical bases for 
the rear service/ because these are decisive naterial conditions for success- 
ful rear service work. Because of its vast significance and wide scope, 
these tasks must be gradually carried out in a /planned manner/ from the 
lower to the upper level in accordance with the characteristics, economic 
and military tasks, and capabilities of each locality. In carrying out 
these tasks, we must also concentrate on their main objectives. General 
plans as well as production plans of the rear service must be formulated 
according to the norms and plans of the state and the localities. To be 
effective these plans must be supported by adequate capital, supplies. 
equipment and efforts to organize research and experimental and mass produc- 
tion. One of the basic, decisive problems of the establishment of supply 
sources and material and technical bases for the local rear service at 
present is how to develop to an ever higher level the strengths of the local 
economy and how to satisfactorily combine the economy with national defense. 


At present, the problem of /grain and foodstuffs/ is a very pressing issue. 
in order to completely resolve this problem we must concentrate the efforts 
of the entire country and of all sectors and echelons on achieving extra- 
ordinary development in agricultural production. To fulfill this task, all 
provinces and districts should devise plans to motivate, guide and aid the 
local armed forces, all organs, schools and main forces units stationed 

in the localities to satisfactorily carry out, together with the people, 
the task of producing grain, foodstuffs, vegetables and subsidiary crops in 
accordance with the norms assigned to them. Along with stepping up local 
production, all localities must also formulate plans and measures to build 
up reserves of food, to manage and store them in an effective manner for 
consumption by the localities and to help the central authorities support 
the armed forces and people throughout the country in case of war. 


{[BKO50946] To fight a war, we need more than grain and foodstuffs. There- 
fore, localities must also formulate plans to bring into play their valuable 
assets and strengths such as their production capabilities, their abundant 
manpower, their rich natural resources and their existing or potential 
facilities, equipment and materials, so as to help the defense industry 

and centrally-run economic sectors satisfactorily carry out their tasks 
under the production and maintenance plans devised to meet the requirements 
of national defense and war. Depending on its capabilities, each locality 
may accept orders from the state and the Defense Ministry for the on-the-spot 
production of consumer goods needed by the armed forces in their daily life 
and in fighting, or the localities may mobilize production and economic 
establishments and mass organizations to concentrate on national defense 
work and projects in their areas. 


In order to satisfactorily fulfill these objectives and tasks, we must not 
only plan well but also formulate effective measures to guide the organiza- 
tion of implementation. 


A matter of decisive significance, clearly pointed out by the fourth party 


congress, is that /the right to socialist collective mastery of the people 
and cadres and combatants of the local armed forces must be fully implemented/. 
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The present situation in various localities shows that despite the difficulties 
and obstacles encountered in many fields, all localities enjoy highly 
encouraging advantages. One of these advantages, which we must fully 
appreciate and take measures to develop to a high degree, is the capacity 
for mastery of the people and armed forces In localities and their ability 
to exercise this mastery in building socialism, strengthening national 
defense and defending the socialist fatherland. The people and cadres 

and combatants of the armed forces in any province or district can overcome 
difficulties which crop up in various aspects of the revolution and war as 
well as difficulties encountered in national defense, economic construction, 
fighting, production and life by exercising their right to socialist collec- 
tive mastery. 


Along with arousing and cultivating the spirit of collective mastery of all 
citizens in strengthening national defense and defending the fatherland, 

we must create increasingly favorable organizational and material conditions 
for all echelons, organizations and individuals to contribute as best they 

can to the all-people movement to carry out rear service work and to establish 
comprehensive steady supply sources and material and technical bases for 
on-the~spot rear service work. 


[BKO50950] In the war for national defense, the supply sources for the 
material and technical bases of the rear service depend mainly on the 
economic strength and the material and technical bases of socialism which 
are prepared and appropriately deployed in each locality to support produc- 
tion, to help build local economy, and, at the same time, to readily help 
fight and defeat the enemy and defend the localities, thereby contributing 
to the defense of the fatherland. For this reason, only by /relying on 
the development of local economy and satisfactorily combining the economy 
with national defense/ in the localities and installations themselves can 
we build local rear service and establish supply sources and the material 
and technical bases of local rear service. The economic and national 
defense system of the superior socialist regime makes it possible for 

us to achieve such a tight and harmonious combination throughout the 
country as well as in each locality and each installation. In order 

to effectively carry out this combination in reality, however, prepara- 
tions for local rear service must absolutely be based on the basic 

combat and defense plans of localities, on their construction projects 

and rear service tasks, on the material and technical requirements and 
actual capabilities,and on the upper echelons’ plans to aid them. 


Local rear service can rely cn several supply sources, but it must 
depend primarily on the sources created by /local production and 
accumulation/. After all the material requirements of war are 
calculated, they must be balanced with the potentials of localities. 
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This will enable the localities to formulate plans for building concrete 
supply sources and to make efforts in production to meet their own 

needs in the highest possible spirit of self-reliance by bringing their 
strengths into play, overcoming their weaknesses, and broadening coopera- 
tion with neighboring localities and higher-level or centrally-run 
production installations located in their area. Localities must meet 
their own needs for those products which can be easily produced by 
putting their strengths to good account; if they are capable of producing 
them in large quantities, they must supply part of them to the upper 
echelons and neighboring localities. Those articles which cannot be 
produced on the spot by the localities must also be included in local 
production plans and the localities must rely on and cooperate with 

the centrally run economic sector to insure their production. With 
regard to some kinds of necessities, even if they could not be produced 
locally, the localities must strive to meet part of their own needs 

to achieve an ever higher degree of self-reliance.

[Text] Establishing supply sources for the material and technical bases of 
local rear service in the provinces, which are strategic units in the 
economic and national defense fields is a comprehensive task. We must first 
concentrate on creating a steady source of grain and food, and then a source 
of military clothing, military gear, essential commodities and construction 
materials. We must have a source for emergency treatment of wounded and sick 
soldiers, for the maintenance of technical standards, communications and 
transportation, and for the self-supply of part of our requirements for 
weaponry, gasoline and oil. 


Attention must be paid to accumulating weapons stockpiles locally. Any 

kind of goods which localities cannot produce must be provided by the central 
government. Any work which localities cannot do must be taken over by higher 
echelons. All echelons must keep an appropriate quantity of goods in stock 
in order to increase their standby potential and to insure the diversity of 
their supply sources. 


Carrying out the local rear service task does not mean achieving self- 
sufficiency in a narrow-minded manner. Instead, we must achieve a division 
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of work, delineate responsibilities and promote coordination, in order to 
rationally broaden our standby potential with good results. This is a 
guideline and also a measure for various localities to satisfactorily meet 
requirements for establishing supply sources for the material and technical 
bases of rear service in accordance with their capabilities. 


Carrying out the local rear service task also does not mean only exploitation. 
Therefore, we must satisfactorily deal with both exploitation and training. 

In order to create steady and long-lasting supply sources for local rear 
service, we must first of all strive to build these sources. 


Being mindful of improving the people's logistical abilities is our perty's 
concept and is a condition for building and consolidating steady and long- 
lasting supply sources for local rear service. 


Under all circumstances, mobilization must be rational and carried out in 
accordance with policies utilization must be economical closely managed. 
[sentence as printed] Local armed forces, including regional forces and 
self-defense militia, must actively carry out the production task and must 
consider this a political task, in addition to their combat task, aimed at 
contributing to creating material and economic strength for national defense 
and for fighting a war and at minimizing the people's contribution burden. 


2. /Make necessary arrangements for building localities into steadfast and 
correlated logistics zones. / 


Experience shows that in order to have a strong rear service, we must rely 

on the advantageous strength and stature of localities to create steadfast 

and stationary supply sources for the material and technical bases. But 

we also must know how to distribute these supply sources in given areas 

in accordance with the military strategy and the tactics of a people's 

war for national defense and for the defense of localities. Therefore, 
/making necessary arrangements for building localities into steadfast 

and correlated logistics zones/ is of substantial significance in maintain- 
ing and developing the efficacy of material strength during war. This enables 
us to maintain and improve our combat power to defeat the enemy. 


[BKO70605] Insuring zonal logistics is an organizational form and a very 
basic method of people's rear service on a people's war for national defense 
in our country, and is very suitable to our terrain, our economy and our 
fighting methods. 


/A logistics zone is a combination of fronts, lines and points arrayed in 
relation to a fixed, correlated position in a given area/ designed to build, 
mobilize. organize and exploit material and technical rear service bases in 
order to insure the military activities of the people's armed forces in the 
area. /Fronts/ means an entire locality simultaneously engaging in combat 
and combat support missions. /Lines/ means the logistics network and the 
military communications and transportation network set up in combination 
with the local production, circulation and distribution network. /Points/ 
means logistics bases properly established in each area. 
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In people's war and people's rear service work, rear service /fronts, lines 
and points/--that is, /rear service zones, rear service networks and rear 
service bases/--cannot be separated from the economic organizations and the 
life of the people in each locality. In fact, they are part and parcel of 
and closely bound with them. This is because national construction and 
national defense are inseparable, and because these two tasks are life-long 


occupations of all citizens throughout the country as well as in each 
locality. 


Rear service zones are also economic zones and combat zones; therefore, rear 


service zones absolutely must be built in accordance with territorial 
divisions. 


/The military region/ is a territorial division in which a vast rear service 
zone is established to serve a strategic part of the fatherland. It is the 
task of the rear service zone of a military region to develop potentials, 
organize rear service work and use the rear service capability of the entire 
people to support not only the local armed forces but also the main forces 
sent by the Ministry of Defense to operate and fight in the region. 


/The province/ is a rear service zone which functions as a basic strategic 
unit for economic construction and national defense purposes. In the future, 
the provincial rear service zone must be built on a large scale so that in 
the event of war, it can insure relatively adequate supplies for the people's 
armed forces, thereby enabling them to fight effectiveiy in the province 

and to create new combat tactics. 


/The district/ is the rear service zone of local military fortresses. With 
its increasingly developed agro-industrial economy (or agricultural- 
forestry-industrial or agricultural-fishery-industrial economy), a district 
is an area in which sufficient conditions have been created for the people's 
war to be conducted in a well coordinated manner involving all the people. 
Equipped with strong stationary forces and powerful mobile forces, the 
district is also an area where our manpower, financial and material resources 
can be directly managed and mobilized for war. The district can and should 
be built into a combat rear service zone to support not only the local troops, 
militia and self-defense forces but the main forces operating in the area as 
well. 


/The village/, together with its cooperatives (and even factories, enterprises 
and state farms) is an area where the most direct contact between the 
authorities and the people is established, where manpower and material 
resources are directly managed and mobilized for combat at the grassroots 
level, and where the people's war can be waged on a wide scale. The village 
(and even the factory, enterprise, state farm, etc.) must be built into a 
rear service zone of the people's war to insure steady supplies to combat 
villages and interconnected combat clusters, thus enabling them to success- 
fully implement the [word indistinct] guiding operational concept at the 
grassroots level by tenaciously holding to their positions, resolutely 
destroying as many enemy forces as they can, firmly maintaining superiority 
in localities and defending the people, villages and hamlets. 
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{BKO70607| Together, the rear service zones of grassrvots-level units 
(villages, factories, state farms, state forests, etc.), districts, provinces 
and military regions form a unified entity. These zones are interconnected, 
rely on and support one another. Together, they create an aggregate strength 
which none of them can muster alone. This is the strength of the people's 
rear service system which is strongly built in each locality and throughout 
the country, ready to insure the victory of the people's war for the 

defense of our sacred socialist fatherland. 


Each rear service zone at any level must be equipped with an appropriately 
deployed rear service composed of a material supply line, a first-aid and 
medical treatment line and a communications and transportation line. 


The rear service network in each locality is an aggregate network which 
incorporates the production, maintenance, circulation, distribution, warehouse 
and farm networks of the various economic sectors and people in that locality. 
This network must be suited to the task of localities in production, in 
insuring the people's livelihood and in construction and, at the same time, 

to the defense of the localities. Therefore, the building of this network 
must be carried out by combining the economy with national defense. Such a 
network must be given the economic tasks of supporting the local people's 

life and national construction as well as the tasks of strengthening national 
defense, supporting combat activities and fighting in the defense of each 
locality and the entire fatherland. 


Local enterprises must be entrusted with the tasks of producing national 
defense equipment (both mass and test production) and of repairing equipment, 
weapons, vehicles and engines for the armed forces, especially for the 
regional forces and locally-stationed main force units. In areas where there 
are many enterprises, we can assign a local enterprise to take charge of 

this matter. And this enterprise can in turn assign a workshop to ‘o this 
work while other workshops of the enterprise continue to perform their 
economic task. We can also assign an enterprise to do this work in addition 
to its economic production task. This enterprise may produce a number of 
national defense goods suitable to its economic production tasks, its avail- 
able equipment and its production traditions. 


Trade stores and hospitals in localities must strive to satisfactorily serve 
national defense requirements by being prepared to spare a part of their 
material and technical bases and their personnel for combat support purposes. 


One of the most important purposes of the establishment of zonal logistical 
networks in localities is to pay specific attention to satisfactorily 
establishing right from peacetime a steadfast and interconnected communica-~ 
tions and transportation network for use during wartime. To establish an 
uninterrupted wartime military communications and transportation network, 

we will have to deal with many problems. What is most important in imple- 
mentation organization is to insure the relative independence of this 

network which differs from other networks. The entire network in general 

and each wartime military communications and transportation line in particular 
must be incorporated and used together with the peacetime economic communica- 
tions and transportation network. This is the best method beneficial to both 
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the economy and national defense. However, under many circumstances and in 
many areas, there is a need to establish separate lines in order to insure 
that under any urgent and difficult circumstances of war, the communications 
and transportation network is not disrupted and can multiply the capacities 
it has in peacetime. 


[BKO70609] In a vast logistics zone, logistics bases are strong points 
established in areas with a terrain affording the mobility needed to insure 


sustained combat efforts in accordance with plans to fight the enemy in the 
localities. 


The establishing of logistics bases must be based on the nature of the war 
for national defense, on combat objectives and on the need to coordinate 
military requirements for frustrating the aggressive schemes of the 
external enemy with the requirements for maintaining political security 

to stamp out the rebellious activities of the internal enemy in order to 
create a base of operation under all circumstances in accordance with local 
defense plans. In peacetime, these logistics bases are the agricultural, 
forestry ond consumer goods production sites of the localities and the 
regional forces concerned. In wartime, they will become the rear bases in 
production and materiel stockpiling capable of providing necessary supplies 
to the armed forces, feeding and caring for wounded soldiers, restoring 
and repairing equipment and military hardware, etc. 


In each locality, logistics bases at all levels must be set up in accordance 
with the combat objectives and area of responsibility of the regional 

force concerned. Logistics bases of a locality must join with those of 
nearby localities and of high echelons in forming an interconnected and solid 
defense system. At these bases, we must create an increasingly abundant 
source of stationary stockpiling and must prepare convenient transportation 
routes. Apart from making organizational, material and technical prepara- 
tions, making these bases politically stable and pure is also a very 
important requirement of the task of building logistics bases, and this 

must be carried out as satisfactorily as in other tasks. 


3. /Improve the qualities and the methods to insure correct implementation 
of various systems and patterns of activity./ 


In order to develop its strength, not only will the local rear service 
sector need a strong organization with appropriate personnel and equipment 
and with a clear delineation of responsibilities but it will also need high 
qualities, and precise, appropriate and scientific work methods. 


/Improving the qualities of and insuring timely and uninterrupted logistical 
activities in support of local military activities/ is a permanent task of 
the various military rear service agencies in localities and at the same time 
it is a very important condition for improving the qualities of local 
military work and increasing the fighting power and the production efficiency 
of the regional force in the new situation. As the guaranteed qualities of 
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local rear service are reflected through concrete results and the achievements 
in serving the people of various combat units. /The local rear service 
sector at all levels must regard the combat support task as its prime 
objective./ 


{[BKO70611}] /Establishing methods to insure logistical activities and to 
improve work methods and work habits/ is an important and urgent requirement 
for improving the strength and excellence of the local rear service sector 
at all levels. 


/The method of insuring logistical activities in the war for national defense 
is the one that advocates incorporating the stationary logistical activities 
of each locality with the logistical activities carried out in localities 

by higher echelons/ (including the efforts of various economic sectors to 
develop a spirit of self reliance, the need for higher echelons to set 
examples for lower echelons to follow, and the determination to insure the 
delivery of essential goods directly to the hands of combatants). 


/Logistical method in the present war for national defense/ reflects socialist 
management method and the needs of the people's war for defense of the 
socialist fatherland in each locality and in the entire country as a whole. 
Logistical activities during wartime must be carried out in accordance with 
plans, standards and regulations in a timely, continuous and adequate manner 
and in such a way as to enable the people's armed forces and the people to 

a. feat the enemy. There are standardized norms nationwide, and standardized 
norms in each locality. There are also norms prescribed by higher echelons 
and norms set by a iocality itself. The delineation of responsibilities 
insuring the implementation of these norms must be carried out to suit combat 
requirements and capabilities of each echelon with a determination to make 
full use of the stationary logistical potential of localities. 


Each echelon must formulate plans to insure the success of the military 
activities of those units operating in its responsible area. Based on 
plans already approved, each echelon must build up its stockpiles. Stock- 
piles must be made available to meet requirements for consumption and for 
replacement of losses. They must be capable of insuring continued combat 
activities for some time in case there is a delay in the delivery of resupply 
from higher echelons. Stockpiling efforts must be targeted on certain areas 
and must not be made generally in both border and in-land provinces and 
districts. We must procure such essential goods as grain, food, ammunition, 
gasoline, oil and especially medicine for treatment of WIA's. Every echelon 
must strive to increase the prescribed minimum amount of stockpiles. 

Vital defensive zones and areas inaccessible to resupply must maintain an 
appropriate amount of stockpiles for their armed forces. Such stockpiles 
must always be adequate and good in quality, and must be stored carefully 

in well-managed, maintained and guarded storehouses. At the same time, 

be regularly inspected and rotated in accordance with the requirements of 
the armed forces in combat, production and in their other works. 
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[14 Dec 79, p 3] 


[Text] The work systems and procedures of the rear service organization are 
directly related to the qualitative improvement of duty performance and to 
insuring rear service in wartime. To establish new work systems and pro- 
cedures in keeping with the new situation and tasks we must boldly /delegate 
authority and assign responsibilities/ to subordinate levels according to 
the function of each level and on the basis of unifying various criteria, 
systems and policies in wartime. 


The assignment of responsibilities must be in line with the position, function 
and capability of each level and each locality. 


/The rear in charge of a territorial division of the country service organiza- 
tions/ must fully develop their strength to fulfill their function of organiz- 
ing local rear service in their military regions. At the same time, they must 
insure support for the regular troops in the military regions and serve as 
members of regional rear service units according to the assignments of the 
joint general staff headquarters and the general rear service department. 

The forces in military regions include three categories of troops and the 

rear service organizations of military regions are charged with their support. 
However, special attention must be paid to organizing and insuring rear 
services for the two most numerous categories: the regional troops, and the 
militia and self-defense forces. This is a weak area in regional rear 
servj cs which must be promptly remedied, especially in critical military 
regions. 


As strategic, economic and national defense units with an improved industrial- 
agricultural structure, which has been or is being organized, /provinces/ 

can assume an area of stationary rear service in a campaign for all categories 
of troops in the provinces and the regular units either transient or opera- 
tional in the provinces. At the same time, they must provide support and 
serve as rear logistical units for the frontline. 


From the material standpoint, provinces can insure the supply of such items 
as grain, food and other staples; construction materials and transportation 
facilities. 


From the technical standpoint, provinces can assume the minor overhaul of 
small arms, the minor and major overhaul of vehicles and machinery, and 
the manufacture of such ordinary weapons as grenades, mines and spies... 
depending on the provincial industrial capability. 


With regard to wounded and sick soldiers, and members of militia and self- 
defense forces wounded in fighting, medical treatment must be carried out 

in accordance with a division of labor and responsibilities, closely combining 
and putting to good account the capabilities of all provincial and district 
hospitals and other army medical facilities. 


With regard to communications and transportation, provinces can assume the 
tasks of repairing and building new roads and organizing mechanized trans- 
portation. They must combine mechanized transportation with vigorous

development more basic means of transportation, with utilizing to the fullest 
waterway transportation, with transporting arms, technical equipment and 
troops within provincial territory, and with carrying materials, technical 


equipment and supplies for provincial armed forces and partly for higher 
echelons. 


{BKO71032] As a basic unit of large-scale socialist production, an agro- 
industrial and agricultural-forestry-industrial economic unit, an on-the- 
spot military fortress and a basic territorial unit in which people's war 
can be widely conducted, /the district/ may be given the responsibility to 
meet its own needs for grain, foodstuffs and some other necessities, or 

to {word indistinct] military clothing and equipment on a contractual basis 
in accordance with the economic capabilities of each locality. With its 
developed engineering capabilities, the district can also take on the minor 
and major repair of infantry weapons and trucks--and the production of 
rudimentary weapons including simple mines, if the district has achieved a 
high degree of mechanization. Moreover, it can regulate the use of manpower 
to support combat activities, to protect warehouses, to care for wounded 
and sick soldiers and to build communications and transportation lines 
primarily using rudimentary means. 


/The village/ is the level which has the closest relations with all activities 
of people's war in localities, which maintains the most direct contact with 
the people, and which serves as the base of people's rear service work. 

The village rear service may be given the responsibilities of producing 
cudimentary weapons, providing first-aid, evacuating wounded soldiers to 

the rear, protecting the warehouses, providing manpower for combat duties 

in accordance with the general plans cf districts and provinces.... 


The village must be a place where the people are directly educated, motivated 
and organized to carry out rear service work in support of the village's 
combat activities, to do their utmost to insure the logistics necessary for 
the people's armed forces to fight the enemy within the village and, at the 
same time, to give the most expeditious possible aid to those neighboring 
villages which are also engaged in fighting, and to carry out the rear 
service tasks assigned by the upper echelons. 


/Building a strong contingent of rear service cadres and personnel is the 
most decisive task in increasing the quality and strength of the local 
rear service organizations at all levels./ 


The contingent of local rear service cadres and personnel includes not only 
the rear service cadres, combatants and personnel of local military organs 
at all levels and provincial and district armed forces units, but also 

the cadres, workers and civii servants of state economic organs in all 
localities, all sectors and all production, circulation, distribution and 
public service units in localities. 


{BKO71034] The cadres, combatants and personnel of the army rear service 

in localities are the key force in implementing the tasks and functions 

of the local rear service branch. If these two forces are unified and 

well organized, the strength and quality of local rear service organizations 
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will undergo new changes and all the requirements of the national defense war 
will be met. Therefore, all echelons must devise plans to rationally 
organize, place, use and train these two types of cadres and personnel depend- 
ing on the conditions, abilities and duties of each type so as to fully 
develop the strength of the entire organization. The army logistical cadres 
and personnel must firmly grasp the local military tasks and be fully aware 

of the local economic situation. Conversely, cadres, workers and civil 
servants of the state must have some military and logistical knowledge so 
that, if need be, they can satisfactorily fulfill the two tasks of production 
and combat support and of fighting. 


The local rear service tasks in the immediate future are very heavy and 
urgent. They are all the more so when they become a matter of strategic 
importance to the all-people national defense and people's war for national 
defense under party leadership. To victoriously organize and implement the 
task of building local rear service in the new situation, we must strengthen 
the centralized and unified leadership of party organizations in localities, 
closely combine the task of preparing for local rear service with the task 
of developing localities, develop the stationary logistical capacity of all 
local economic sectors and the material and technical bases of socialism 
which are being gradually and vigorously improved in localities, and enhance 
the effectiveness of local administration agencies in leading, organizing 
and implementing tasks and the abilities of all sectors, circles, people 

and cadres and combatants of armed forces in localities. At the same time, 
we must develop the logistical advisory function of all local military 
agencies at all levels.

PREMIER'S MESSAGE CITES WAYS TO SAVE 5TH-MONTH RICE CROP 
BKO61414 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 1100 GMT 5 Feb 80 BK 


[Text] The SRV premier recently sent the following message to the chairman 
of the people's committees of northern provinces and cities from Binh Tri 
Thien northward: 


Because of drought and cold weather, to date various provinces have been able 
to transplant rice on only 35 percent of the planned acreage. Without 
intensive guidance, these localities will probably fail to complete the 
planting of the 5th month-spring rice on schedule. Therefore it is 

necessary for all provinces to assign leading cadres to various districts 

and villages to urge them to transplant rice on schedule. Meanwhile, 
attention must be paid to the following points: 


1. Resolutely concentrate manpower and draft power on accelerating soil 
preparation and rice cultivation to insure that 5th month-spring rice is 
transplanted on 70 percent of the planned acreage between now and before 
the Tet holidays and on the remaining area by the end of February. Locali- 
ties which do not have enough rice seedlings should sow more rice seedlings, 
using direct sowing methods. All localities must intensively grow vegetables 
and subsidiary and industrial crops so as to make this winter-spring crop a 
success in all respects and must motivate the masses to step up small-scale 
irrigation work even during the Tet holidays by actively using buckets and 
water wheels to irrigate the ricefields. [hey are absolutely not to rely 
on water pumps. Efforts must also be made to insure that water pumps are 
operated to full capacity during the Tet holidays so as to support the soil 
preparation work and the cultivation of rice. 


2. The chairmen of the provincial and municipal people's committees and 

the committees for the regulation of electricity must closely control the 
use of electricity, diesel oil and water so as to insure that electricity, 
diesel oil and water are economically consumed and reserved to combat 
drought. It is necessary to discontinue the supply of electricity for 
lighting in the rural areas and towns, reduce the use of electricity for 
lighting purposes in the cities, and prevent the use of electricity for 
decoration during the Tet holidays. It is also necessary to insure 
synchronized coordination in the use of electricity, the supply of water and 
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the execution of the cultivation schedule for that soil preparation can be 
carried out, duckweed can be grown, and rice can be transplanted as soon as 
water is available. 


3. The Ministry of Power and Coal, the Ministry of Engineering and Metals 
and the Ministry of Supply must give appropriate priority to the use of 
electricity and diesel oil to combat drought and maintain normal production 
as well as to insure that necessary spare parts are promptly and adequately 
provided for the repair of various types of water pumps so as to keep them 
running during the entire drought period.

DROUGHT REPORTED IN NORTHERN VIETNAM 
Hanoi QUAN DOI NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 20 Dec 79 pp 1, 4 
[Article: "Current Drought and Anti-Drought Situation"] 


[Text] From the middle of September until the present, in the area north 
of Binh Tri Thien, the volume of rain and the humidity level have decreased 
very substantially compared to the recent yearly averages; by contrast, the 
number of sunny hours has increased. This made the volume of evaporation 
even larger as a result. The water level of rivers and springs has 
dropped to near the lowest level in 30 years. At the present time, the 
level of major rivers such as the Da River, the Lo River, and the Thao 
River continues to drop. 


The water level measured in Hanoi on 10 December 1979 was 3.46 meters, 

which is 1.29 meters lower than the average for many years. On the average, 
the Red River level decreased by 25 to 30 mm each day. Had it not been 
constantly replenished by water from Lake Thac Ba, the Red River level 

would have been much lower. In general, the water sources of large 
reservoirs such as the lakes of Thac Ba, Cam Son, Suoi Hai, Dong Mo, Cam 

Ly, and La Nga are also down to a level lower than has been projected. In 
the present situation, there is the possibility that the level of rivers 

and reservoirs may be even lower. In the southern provinces, the sources 

of water are also shallower compared to the same period of other years. 


The present drought situation has become an emergency and has greatly 
impeded agricultural production, especially winter crop production. 


According to the General Department of Statistics, as of 5 December 1979, 
northern provinces have sown and planted 300,000 hectares of winter crops. 
Due to prolonged drought, many acres of winter crops are presently facing 
a shortage of irrigation water, which dries and withers the plants and 
greatly affects yield and production volume. 


In the face of this prolonged drought (°a, many sectors and local- 
ities have taken the initiative to aci ‘ event and fight drought 
under the guidelines: fightirg drought is ..ke fighting the enemy. 
Recently, the water conservancy sector in particular has mobilized almost 
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all of its large pumping stations into operation. As of 7 December 1979 
the water conservancy sector has completed major repair work on 60 large 
pumps in the category of 10,000 to 30,000 cubic meters/hour and 42 pumps 
with a capacity of 4,000 cubic meters/hour, putting them to work against 
drought in time. In another respect, the water conservancy sector has also 
stepped up the management and exploitation of reservoirs in a tightly- 
controlled manner. The Ministry of Water Conservancy is permanently sending 
out cudres to inspect and provide guidance on how to use water sources 
sparingly and to avoid uncontrolled water flows. At the inlets of major 
water conservancy works, the water conservancy sector has proceeded with 
repairs and dredging on an emergency basis. As of the beginning of 
December 1979, this sector has completed the dredging of inlets at the 

Dan Hoai, Xuan Phu, Dai Do, Long Tuu, and Bach Hac water works. 


At the present time, many provinces such as Thanh Hoa, Thai Binh, Ha Bac 
Hai Hung, Ha Noi, Ha Son Binh, and Ha Nam are taking the initiative to 
actively prevent and fight drought by mobilizing all electric and oil 
pumps in combination with rudimentary baling buckets and water wheels into 
the anti-drought effort. The province of Tahi Binh has gathered 20 pump 
boats for the dredging of 25 dams on the Luoc and Tra Ly River basins which 
channeled water into rice fields in time. The provinces of Thanh Hoa, Ha 
Bac, Hai Hung, Ha Noi, Ha Son Binh, and Ha Wam Ninh are experie icing a 
spirited movement of mobilizing manpower for the anti-drought effort in 
which hundreds of thousands of people are participating every day. The 
province of An Giang has mobilized over 7,000 people to dredge its canals 
and ditches; at the same time, it has repaired two electric pump stations 
at Phu Tan and Chau Phu and expediently assembled and installed two others 
at Long Phu and Phu Linh 2 for the anti-drougth effort. The provinces of 
Minh Hai, Hau Giang, and Cuu Long continue to mobilize people for the 
building of sea water control dikes and the dredging of its canal and ditch 
system in an active effort to fight drought. 


Due to the irregular weather of this year and the possibility of prolonged 
drought, all provinces throughout the country are actively fighting drought 
and at the same time saving water for the tenth-month rice, on the basis of 
existing water resources.

DAQUGHT THREATENS WINTER AND SPRING CROPS 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 19 Dec 79 p 1 
[i Editorial; "Fight the Drought and Maintain Production” / 


[ Text_/ This year, the drought occurred unexpectedly early; it has been 
a serious drought and is showing signs of spreading. The rains ended in 
mid-September, the amount of water lost to evaporation has been high and 
rivers are at their lowest levels in many years, only slightly higher than 
the same period of time in 1962, the year in which we experienced the worst 
‘rought in the past 30 years. The rainy season does not begin until more 
than 3 months from now. The drought is a direct threat to winter crops and 
5th month-spring crops. 


Production installations, localities and sectors supporting agriculture are 
making a determined effort to overcome every difficulty and maintain 
production. The various localities have launchec| a movement to build water 
conservancy projects to combat the drought, use every mechanized and manual 
piece of irrigation equipment and utilize every available source of water 
in order to meet the requirements of production. The junctions from which 
water is drawn, ditch systems, lakes and ponds are rapidly being dredged. 
any places have also organized the carrying of water to irrigate winter 
crops and seedling fields. Progress has been made with regard to the 
coordination among the water conservancy, agricultural and supply sectors. 
any pumps have been rapidly repaired using domestically produced equipment. 
The flow of electricity has, generally speaking, been maintained so that 
pump workers can work three continuous shifts. Despite the prolonged drought, 


the provinces of the North have planted more than 300,000 hectares of winter 
crops. 


water sources, which are limited during the dry season, must be used ina 
very efficient and economical manner. Those fields and crops that require 
water first must be irrigated in exact accordance with technical require- 
ments before draining the water. Water must first be allocated for winter 
crops, seedling fields, duckweed fields and fields that have been plowed and

harrowed in order to transplant seedlings of the right age and at the right 
time in the season. It is necessary to establish a reasonable percentage 

of crops which will be raised as dry land crops, a percentage that must be 
balanced with irrigation capabilities and the requirements of the allocation 
of crops. The area on which dry land cultivation is practiced must be 
expanded; however, we must also maintain a necessary percentage of wet 
fields in order to expand the cultivation of duckweed amd extend the seasons. 


The agricultural, water conservancy and electric power sectors must closely 
coordinate with one another in order to establish the capabilities of water 
sources and, on this basis, establish suitable allocations of crops with 

a view toward achieving the highest possible economic returns. Crops must 
be irrigated in accordance with the technical regulation of providing 
benefits in many ways, economizing on water and meeting the requirements of 
production. Fields must be built so that they have ample area and plot 
embankments and strong ditches of the correct dimensions, ditches that do 
not leak, in order to insure an uninterrupted flow of water to the ends of 
canals in exact accordance with design capacity. We must strengthen and 
improve the project management organizations, especially the farmland water 
conservancy stations that regulate the flow of water on the scope of a 
district; the farmland water conservancy clusters and units must know and 
practice the necessary knowledge regarding irrigating crops in the technically 
correct manner and in a manner consistent with the growth requirements of 
crops. 


The utilization of every type of project involves measures suited to each 
area, to each type crop. Areas that obtain irrigation water from 
reservoirs ust balance the supply of water for winter crops, spring crops 
and 10th month seedlings. With regard to lakes at which there are 
hydroelectric power stations, plans must be adopted for efficiently and 
economically coordinating irrigation and the generation of electricity. 


Area: that irrigate crops by means of electric pumps must closely guide 
the repair and maintenance of these pumps and insure that they axe 
operated in exact accordance with technicai regulations and during the 
time when electricity is being supplied. 


in areas in which irrigation is regulated by the influence of the tides, it 
is necessary to completely dredge irrigation ditches and canals and to 

have persons on duty at cluices in order to promptly let fresh water in. 
ashen the high tide periods of December and January 1980 occur, water should 
be let into fields so that they can be turned over and an effort should 

be made to turn over all fields being used for dry land cultivation by the 
end of January. When the tides subside, water should be bailed from these 
fields manually, instead of waiting for electric pump stations. 


in areas that lie outside farmland water conservancy systems, it is 
necessary to deploy diesel operated pumps, buc: <s, spinners and manual 
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irrigation implements in order to make full use of water sources for 
irrigation in conjunction with balancing the allocation of crops with water 
sources, transplanting rice or shifting to the cultivation of subsidiary 
food crops in order to avoid transplanting rice at fixed times. 


In the southern provinces, there are many areas that are alkaline or highly 
saline; depending upon the conditions at each place, suitable projects can 

be carried out, such as building dikes and embankments to impede the flow 

of salt water, dreding ditches, canals, ponds and wells to retain fresh 

water and digging underground wells. It is necessary to complete the systems 
of electric pump stations and canals and ditches that are now being 
constructed in order to quickly put them into use supporting winter-spring 
production. 


Providing water for crops is the technical requirement of foremost importance. 
fhe responsible localities and sectocs must make an effort to win victory 

in this fight and create favorable conditions for completing all aspects of 
their production plan.

"NHAN DAN' EDITORIAL CALLS FOR INCREASING GRAIN, FOOD PRODUCTION

[NHAN DAN 6 February editorial: "Concentrate on Stepping up the Production 
of Grain and Food"] 


[Text] At the ceremony marking the 50th anniversary of the VCP, Comrade 

Le Duan said: Fully aware of the important role of agriculture to socialist 
industrialization, we advocate concentrating on intensifying agricultural 
production in order to successfully meet requirements in grain and food 

for society, to supply raw materials to industries and to create more 
sources of exports. 


Grain and food production are the foremost agricultural problems, because 
of their great effect on the people's livelihood, on the establishment 

of specialized cultivation centers and on the implementation of various 
party and state policies. 


In order to tackle the grain problem, we must satisfactorily carry out the 
following four basic tasks: 


--develop production in order to quickly increase the total production volume 
of grain and food; 


--step up collection and purchase activities, including collection of 
agricultural tax and debts and purchases in accordance with two-way contracts 
and with agreed-upon prices, in order to gather much more grain in the 

hands of the state; 


--closely manage the distribution of grain with a determination to promote 
strict thriftiness and fair distribution, and 


-~actively practice the redistribution of labor and promote family planning. 
The above four tasks are closely related to production as a decisive factor. 


In order to make the best use of all existing potentials in manpower, land 
and material means, each province, district and grassroots-level organization 
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must strive to the utmost to produce grain and food with a determination to 
tackle the grain problem for the entire councry and to achieve at all costs 
the balance of grain in provinces and districts. Localities which can 
produce enough grain for their own use or much more than needed, must develop 
production in order to contribute more grain to the country's overall needs. 
Localities which are short of grain must strive to produce enough grain 

for their own use and create some surplus to fulfill their tax obligations. 
Those districts specializing in growing industrial crops in various state 
farms with a primary mission of developing industrial crops and animal 
husbandry must also strive to produce grain in such a way as not to affect 
their principal production plans. 


This year the provinces in the Red River Delta must strive to increase their 
crop yields by 15 percent over last year; the Bac Bo midland region by 

ll percent; the Bac Bo mountainous region by 15 percent; the former 4th 

region by 14 percent, the former 5th region by 14 percent; the Central Highlands 
by 1l percent; the Eastern Nam Bo Region by 14 percent; and the Mekong Delta 

by 13 percent in order to realize the national grain production plan. 


[BKO80936] Under conditions in which our per-capita land area is small, 
making full use of land for cultivation and expanding the cultivated area 
must be an important task. It is the responsibility of various party 
organizations and local administrations to make the best use of areas still 
left uncultivated in various localities--especially those in the southwestern 
and northern border areas cultivate all the wasteland area in the Red River 
Delta, and reduce to minimum the wasteland area of provinces in the midland 
and mountainous regions, the former 4th region, and the Nam Bo Region. 


Through multicropping and land reclamation, the country must strive to 
increase the grain crop acreage by 8 to 10 percent in 1980. Intensive 
cultivation, at present as well as in the long run, on the well-cultivated 
or newly-reclaimed land must be regarded as a basic method of agricultural 
production. As the comrade general secretary put it: satisfactorily 
establishing and utilizing all the material and technical bases of agricul- 
ture in order to create a new material balance on a national scale in each 
locality and production establishment, and applying technical programs to 
each kind of crop and each production season in every area must be con- 
sidered a basic method for increasing the productivity of grain crops. 


We must perfect the managemert and exploitation of all existing water con- 
servancy projects while concentrating on building those projects already 
planned and on achieving a close combination of water conservancy and 
agricultural production in order to step up intensive cultivation in 

areas where water is accessible. Areas in which water is inaccessible must 
rationally carry out crop allocation in order to insure successful production. 


We must strive to produce organic fertilizer, intensify the production of 
green manure [words indistinct], accelerate the rotating and specialized 
cultivation of bean crops, and at the same time, rationaily distribute and 
utilize chemical fertilizer, insecticides and other kinds of materials in 
order to bring about the highest economic results. 
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We must insure that crops are planted in the most favorable time with 
selected seeds and with the implementation of other technical measures 
in order to produce high yields. 


Presently, there is no work more urgent than the need to step up grain pro- 
duction. Efforts to produce more grain must become a seething revolutionary 
activity of the mass movement on the economic front in various localities 
and in various sectors responsible for guiding and serving agricultural 
production. 


Every force, including the armed forces, workers, civil servants, and older 
students must participate in grain production in order to obtain practical 
economic results and must, as an immediate task, make the 5th-month spring 
production season a most successful one in terms of acreage, output and 
yield.

DRIVE TO STEP UP HANDICRAFTS LAUNCHED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 24 Dec p l 
[Editorial: "Handicraft Industry in Agriculture"] 


[Text] To develop handicraft industry in agriculture is to fully use 
abundant labor, scattered raw materials and agricultural by-products to 
produce more wealth for society and to increase the income for cooperative 
members. The process also contributes to a redivision of social labor, 
linking industry to agriculture, building the agricultural-industrial 
structure right at primary level. Reality has clearly demonstrated that 
the members of an agricultural cooperative which has developed handicrafts 
have enjoyed a fair income and a comfortable living standard. 


The movement for developing handicraft industry in agriculture is expanding 
in many areas. The output value of handicrafts in agriculture accounts for 
nearly one-third of the total output value of artisan industry and 
handicrafts. Many agricultural cooperatives have reached an output value 
for handicrafts in the neighborhood of 1 million dongs; and in some 
cooperatives that value is roughly equal to half of the total output value 
of all products turned out by them. In many provinces, between 80 and 90 
percent of agricultural cooperatives have promoted handicraft industry. A 
number of provinces have introduced handicrafts for export into agricultural 
cooperatives, mainly traditional handicraft and art goods. Due to the 
development of a rug weaving industry utilizing corn husks, the Tu Trung 
cooperative (Vinh Lac, Vinh Phu) has raised the export value of each worker 
from 50 dongs in 1978 to 100 dongs in 1979. The district of Phong Chau has 
turned the making of lacquer ware for export into an important business in 
its Hy Cuong and Xuan Lung agricultural cooperatives. The Hop Tien (Thai 
Binh) cooperative has exported annually thousands of tons of rush mats. 


The long-term aim of handicraft industry in agriculture is to include 
handicraft industry in all agricultural cooperatives, to ensure that each 
family has a secondary profession, and to advance toward building 
agricultural cooperatives into agricultural-industrial cooperatives with a 
combined output value of agriculture and handicraft tied closely together 
and developing simultaneously. 








The development of handicraft industry in agriculture must serve agri- 
cultural production while taking part in the production of consumer goods 
for society and making goods for export. The handicrafts which any 
cooperative can develop are those involving the production and repair of 
farm tools, construction materials, grain processing, agricultural products 
and drugs. 


Although handicraft production has an industrial character, it is linked to 
agricultural production. Therefore, the organization of production must be 
welded to an agricultural cooperative and take on one of the three following 
widespread forms: (1) professional handicraft production units working the 
year round; (2) seasonal units whose production scales depend on 
agricultural seasons, and (3) household subsidiary industries. Handicraft 
industry must not be completely separated from agriculture, except in the 
areas which have special raw materials and traditional skills showing a 
large development potential and requiring permanent and stable activities. 
To contribute to solving the grain problem, which is now a common 
difficulty, we must find ways to step up production and save on consumption 
in order to ensure a balance at the primary level and within the scope of a 
village or a district. In the present circumstances, organizing handicraft 
production units that are linked to agricultural cooperatives is a rational 
guideline aimed at regulating and balancing labor, grain, and wealth 
between agriculture and handicraft; and at developing the combined force of 
agriculture and handicrafts. To strongly develop artisan industry and 
handicrafts in general and handicrafts in agriculture in particular is a 
proper way to speed up the production of consumer goods in line with a 
resolution of the Sixth Plenum of the Party Central Committee.
